Plan on Road

•LITTLE ROCK 
i/?)—Attempts to 


work out a compromise between 
the Highway Commission and mu- 
nicipalities on two plans to dis- 
tribute vehicle revenue funds were 
expected today. 


The compromise move got under- 


way last night after a joint meet- 
ing of Senate and House commit- 
tees before about 250 persons, 


Neither commitee took decisive 


action. 


The compromise mive developed 


after the hearing when Sen. James 
P. (Doc) Baker of West Helena 
appointed a 3-man subcommittee 
to try to seek an agreement, 


The hearing was held on a bill 


which would raise the amount of 
vehicle revenue 
cities 
receive 


from one million dollars to 2)4 mil- 
lion—plus 25 per cent of any in- 
crease in revenue. 
The 
Senate 


committee voted the bill out with- 
out- recommendation, 
and 
the 


House group, withheld action on an 
identical House measure. 


Another 'proposal—which is be- 


ing drafted into legislation—would 
divide the 36 million dollars in rev- 
enue on a 75-15-10 basis —75 per 
cent for highway, 15 per cent for 
counties and 10 per cent for cities. 
Under this plan cities would re- 
ceive about 3'/a times their present 
allocation, 'but they would not get 
any substantial relief immediately. 
Counties now receive more than 15 
per cent, but they would be as- 
sured their presant allocation of 
about six millions would not be 
lowered, 
:

developer, said the vaccine is 
.made from two strains of 'the 
West Nile virus, an1 organism 
which causes outbreaks of a 
minor illness in Egypt and Is- 
rael.

He s"aid it is hte first time 


that a single vaccine has been 
found that offers protect i o n 
from several viruses that pro- 
duce encephalitis, a brain in- 
fection which sometimes caus* 
es sleeping sickness and par 
alysis. 


He said it also will protect
